The Madison County Board Wednes- 
day approved a resolution to autho 
rize use of ‘‘quick-take’’. eminent 
domain for Southwestern Illinois 
Development Authority. 

Charles Lukas of Edwardsville, 
stands to lose 49 acres to the new 
raceway’s parking lot needs. He will 
be paid for the property at a value to 


be determined. 

Lukas apparently had been 
approached previously to sell the 
property to the developers of the 
raceway — Grand Prix Association of 
Long Beach, Calif. — but he refused. 

Gateway International is a new, $25 
million, state-of-the-art racing com- 

lex under construction in the city of 

ladison near Interstate 55-70 and Illi- 
nois Route 203. 

The raceway will feature four

tracks, one of which will be a world- 
class 1.25-mile oval track for Indy 
cars or NASCAR racing. 

SWIDA has been working hand-in- 
hand with the raceway to develop the 
complex. 

Alan Ortballs, SWIDA director, said 
the agency normally would use stan- 
dard eminent domain procedures to 
acquire the property. 

owever, the raceway has a big 
event scheduled to kick off the new 


season on May 24 and standard pro- 
cedures would take too much time, 
he said. 

About 50,000 people are expected to 
descend on the area for a race of the 
uaz plonsiip Auto Racing Teams 
(CART), which race Indy cars. 

“They have got to have places to 
park those cars,’’ Ortballs said. 

The raceway lies mostly in St. 
Clair County in the city of Madison, 
but_ Lukas’ property is in unincorpo- 


rated Madison County. The county 
line is nearby. 


Ortballs said Lukas’ property could 
provide 5,000 to 6,000 spaces. 

If approved by the County Board, 
the eminent domain procedure will 
sti face approval by SWIDA’s board 
of directors. 

Lukas could not be reached for 
comment.

A Granite City woman has been charged with attempted 
first-degree murder for allegedly throwing her 33-month- 
old son down an embankment Wednesday after a failed 
attempt to kill both herself and her child by standing in 
rush-hour traffic on Illinois 3. 

Dawn E. Readhead, 21, of the 2900 block of Oak Street, 
was charged Thursday. Bond was set at $150,000.

Witnesses told police Readhead dragged the boy into the 
middle of Illinois 3 near West 20th Street at about 5:30 p.m.

Candidate blasts lack of audit 


Mayoral candidate Paul Ray Bowler says the lack of an 
audit of city funds for the past years will hinder the 
city;s ability to lure development to a proposed tax incre- 
ment finance district along Illinois 3. 

Mayor Ron Selph said the city’s financial department has 
not completed audits from 1993 through 1996 because of 
paperwork associated with federal reimbursement of near- 
ly $4 million in repair costs associated with flooding. 

But Bowler said the cities of Alton, Grafton, East St 
Louis, Cahokia, Madison, Venice and Belleville — all cities 
that sustained flood damages — have been able to complete 
audits at least through 1995. 

Bowler said the lack of an audit has led to the loss of the 
city’s bond rating. That, Bowler. said, will discourage 
potential developers from locating business here. 


Revised funding proposed 


Education funding reform is one of the top priorities of 
Gov. Jim Edgar, legislators and educators. 

And most agree that any change in the way public schools 
are funded must include property tax relief. 

While the Illinois Constitution gives the state primary 
responsibility for financing public schools, the state’s 
Portion of school funding has not exceeded that of local 
property taxes since 1976. And state funding has consistent- 
ly decreased since that time. 

The heavy reliance on property taxes has resulted in 
drastic inequity in school funding. For example, school 
spending in Illinois last year ranged from $17,000 per pupil 
in one district to $2,932 per pupil in another. 


Tobacco sales targeted 


Legislation proposed in the Illinois Senate would require 
that merchants selling tobacco pay $100 annually to sell the 
product and lose their license if caught selling to minors. 

Most Granite City area store managers refused to com- 
ment on the proposal. But Dan Monroe, an employee at 
Sullie’s Package Liquor and Lotto, was not so reluctant. 
‘hey’re asking us to be the world’s policemen,’’ Monroe 
said. ‘‘All we’re trying to do is run a business. To me, it’s 
ridiculous.’’ 





Rape under investigation 


The early-morning rape Sunday of a Collinsville woman 
may be another crime committed by the South Side rapist. 

Collinsville police are investigating the sexual assault of a 
woman in her home in the 500 block of St. Louis Road. The 
woman, who is in her late 30s, called police about 4:10 a.m. 
Sunday. 

“Of course we’re looking at that (link to the South Side 
rapist), and we’re going to check the DNA if at all 
possible,’’ Collinsville Assistant Police Chief Ed Delmore 
said. ‘‘And we think it’s possible.’’ 

While the victim was threatened with a knife, she was not 
cut or stabbed by the attacker, Delmore said. The attacker 
is believed to be about 6 feet tall with a medium build. 

“And we still believe him to be a white male,’’ Delmore 
said. 

The victim was treated and released from a local hospi- 
tal 


At the crime scene, police discovered that the rapist had 
removed a screen and entered the home through an 
unlocked window. 


Delmore said this is something residents need to remedy.

13 in running for judgeship 


The race to fill a new associate judge 
seat will begin this week, with 13 
candidates in the running. 

Madison County Chief Judge Nicholas 
Byron said Friday he expected to begin 
delivering ballots this week to the nine 
circuit judges, who will then have 10 days 
to vote for the candidate of their choice. 

“Hopefully, we’ll have someone in place 
in March,” Byron said. ‘‘We are in 
desperate need of another judge. The 
caseload is getting bigger and we need 
some help.” 

The Illinois Supreme Court recently 
granted permission to create a new 
associate judgeship for the Third Circuit, 
which includes Madison and Bond 
counties. There are currently 10 associate 


+ judges. 


Byron said the caseload is suffering 
another setback while Circuit Judge John 
DeLaurenti, who presides in Bond County, 
recovers at home from a recent heart 
attack. 

“‘He’s at home and he’s doing well,’’

Meeting comes to abrupt end 


Madison officials appeared at county committee meeting 


A Madison County Board committee 
meeting ended abruptly Tuesday after an 
exchange between committee members 
and Madison city officials regarding the 
city’s controversial annexation of 
Chouteau Island property. 

City officials appeared at the county’s 
Land Use Committee meeting to urge 
County Board members not to vote on a 
resolution disapproving of the city’s 
annexation of 700 acres on the island, 
including the Chain of Rocks bridge and a 
landfill 

The county has filed a lawsuit to stop 
the annexation. Because the matter 
remains under litigation, committee 
members were loathe to discuss the 
situation. 

“I don’t think we need to sit and listen 
to this. I move we adjourn,”’ said board 
member Bob Stille, D-Edwardsville. 

The subject has been an ongoing legal 
battle since Oct. 8, when the city annexed 
the property 

The annexation raised concerns that the 
city may not have proper interest in the 
environmental maintenance of the 
landfill, because it lies about five miles 
from the the city proper and across the 


«Board 


Chain of Rocks Canal. 

Madison County State’s Attorney Bill 
Haine subsequently filed suit to block the 
annexation. The county scored a victory 
last month when Madison failed to 
respond to the suit in time, and a judge 
ruled the annexation void. 

But the city filed a motion Tuesday 
asking the court to allow the annexation 
to stand. The motion states that the city 
already had territory on the island and is 
providing better service to the area. 

Construction of the Chain of Rocks 
Canal many years ago created Chouteau 
Island in the Mississippi River and 
isolated a tiny portion of the city of 
Madison on the island. 

City Attorney Casper Nighohossian 
attended the county meeting and 
criticized Haine for filing the county’s 
lawsuit with an official expression of 
support from the County Board. He said 
he objected to the county’s consideration 
of a resolution opposing the annexation 
until the legal battle is resolved 

He said the County Board was 
considering the resolution ‘‘as sort of a 
cover’’ because they had not adopted one 
earlier. 


However, County Board member Jack 
Frandsen, D-Alhambra, said the 
resolution would go to the full board for a 
vote. 

Haine said he planned to argue that the 
city ‘‘failed to exercise due diligence’’ in 
waiting more than 90 days to file a 
response to his suit. 

According to Nighohossian’s motions 
filed Tuesday, Haine failed to inform the 
Attorney General’s office about his 
request for a default judgment against the 
city of Madison. 


Nighohossian’s motion also claims that 
the city of Madison would ‘‘suffer a loss 
of its municipal tax base”’ if the 
annexation is actually voided. The city 
had 30 days to respond to the default 
ruling that the annexation was void. 

Madison officials had said the p 
of the annexation was to bring the old 
Chain of Rocks bridge into the city, but 
they also annexed the landfill at the 
request of Waste Management, which 
operates the landfill. 

Some county officials fear the city 
would authorize expansion of the landfill.

Milton made a motion to table the resolution until after the 
court rules on the matter, but that motion failed. 

Garrett, who voted “‘hell no’’ on the motion to table the resolu- 
tion, was vocal in his opposition to the annexation 

“I’ve lived in the city of Madison all my life and served on 
the city council and school board,’’ Garrett said. ‘‘I know you 
cannot trust the city leaders in the city of Madison to protect 
the residents. 


“It is the most racist city in America.... I’ve seen corruption 


galore. They’re only interested in lining their ‘kets.’” r 
Madison Mayor John Bellcoff, who attended the meeting, said 
Garrett’s comments were motivated by ‘‘sour graj -”” Bellcofft 


said he denied a liquor permit to one of Garrett’s family mem- 
bers about 15 years ago. 

“I can’t believe I heard Don Garrett say that. You can rest 
assured a lot of people will contradict the comments. I think it’s 
a sad day when a resident says something like that about our 
wonderful little city,’’ Bellcoff said. 

Nighohossian said Garrett has “‘lost touch with reality.” 

“You just have to look at the source,’’ Nighohossian said. 
“‘Maybe Mr. Garrett was looking in the mirror when he said 
that. The description aptly fits him.’’

“We're ahead of our time. We’re innovative and creative,” 
Nighohossian said. ‘‘Under Illinois law, municipalities may 
annex and grow — regardless of what Mr. Haine or the county 
may say.”” J 

The county had jurisdiction over landfill matters until the 
annexation. 

Nighohossian said the county suit was prompted by greed. 

But the county would continue to receive tipping fees from 
Waste Management, the company that operates the landfill, 
even if the annexation is upheld, Nighohossian said. 

He said that the city has not yet negotiated any host agree- 
ment with the landfill. 

Haine said the lawsuit has nothing to do with money. 

“I’ve never bothered with money issues in this case. I don’t 
even know what the money is,’’ Haine said. ‘‘The County Board 
is concerned about the orderly process of annexation. This pow- 
er, given to the city of Madison, is the only such law in the 
history of the state.’’ 

If upheld, Haine said, the law could prompt ‘‘troops of munici- 
pal officials marching to Springfield’’ to obtain special legisla- 
tion.

As expected, Madison County Board 
Chairman Rudy Papa appointed Frank 
Vonnahmen to the county board on Wednesday. 

Vonnahmen is a retired dentist and military 
veteran from Godfrey. He replaces former 
District 6 board member Bill Aery, whom 
Papa recently appointed county treasurer. 

Vonnahmen was one of about four Godfrey 
Republicans to express interest in the position. 
He is a World War II veteran of the U.S 
Army, having retired at the rank of Lt. Col. He 
and his wife Pat have four children. 

“}’m really looking forward to working with 
the County Board,”’ Vonnahmen said. 

In other action, the board approved a 
low-interest loan of up to $53,000 to Brenda’s 
Restaurant; authorized a loan to attorney 
Lance Callis of Granite City to develop a senior 
citizen housing project on Adams Street; 
authorized a solid waste management grant to 
Granite City School District #9; and approved a 
three-year contract with Teamsters Local 525 
for employees of the county highway and 
animal control departments. 

Brenda’s Restaurant is located on Pontoon 
Road at the former site of Ervay’s Restaurant 
and Lounge. The new business is expected to 
create about 25 new jobs. 

Board member Harold Byers, D-Highland, 
opposed the loan, saying that restaurants are 
“‘too risky’’ for investment of county funds. 

“I’m surprised the County Board is even 
considering this,’’ Byers said, noting that the 
county still has not recovered about $150,000 
loaned to a restaurant in the past. 

But board member Homer Henke, R-Moro, 
said the county will hold a first mortgage on 
the property, which is worth considerably more 
than the loan amount. 

“As long as the loan is collateralized, we 
don’t have any problem,” said board member 
Don Rea, D-Pontoon Beach. 

The union contract was approved after an 
executive session lasting about 30 minutes.

nsights 


are on target 


More than 10 years have 
passed since Biil Cosby’s book, 
“Fatherhood,” saw 
publication, but I recently took 
my dusty copy off the shelf 
and re-read it. Doesn’t take 
long; it’s short and pithy and, 
of course, funny, even the 
second time around 

The tragic death of Cosby’s 
son, Ennis, had nothing to do 
with my urge to renew 
acquaintance with the parental 
insights of America’s favorite 
dad. What did was an ongoing 
nightly segment on NBC’s 5:30 
news, dedicated to exploration 
of what’s wrong with the 
American family. Since I’m 
not always home in time to 
catch the news, I saw only two 
of these and they depressed 
the hell out of me. 

The first of the two dealt 
with kids and morality. How 
taught where. It only served to 
confirm what I’ve suspected 
for a long time; namely that 
far too many parents have 
abdicated their responsibility 
in this area of child-rearing 
and have assigned this duty to 
the child’s school teacher. That 
segment concluded that 
although most committed 
teachers are giving it the old 
college try, it’s helpful but not 
enough. Dr. Spock could have 

told us as much 

The second covered the 
subject of divorce and how it 
affects children. That America 
has the highest divorce rate in 
the world and that two-thirds 
of those divorces involve kids, 
and in these families, the 
decision to split pits personal 
responsibility against personal 
freedom. So what’s new? This 
segment presented neither 
conclusion nor possible 
solutions, questioning only 
whether or not no-fault divorce 
was too easy to obtain. I gave 
up on the remainder of the 
series 

Anyone with an ounce of 
sense knows, deep-down, that 
the only place a iS ever 
going to develop standards, 
ethics, morality (call it what 
you will) to last a lifetime is 
at home. Certainly teachers 
can (and do) help, but placin 
total reliance on them to instil 
a sense of right vs. wrong is 
unfairly making of them a 
potential whipping-boy should 
the kid fall from grace. 

I’m not sure what the 
catch-phrase ‘family values” 
means to those politicians

from whose tongues it falls so 
trippingly (and often), but it’s 
too ambiguous for my taste 
and makes me want to barf. 
All families don’t have the 
same set of values anymore 
than we all share the same 
beliefs. But I like to think that 
we recognize what's 
permissible and what’s 
unacceptable in a shared 
society and that we can relay 
those standards on to our 
children 

Further, that we can see to 
it that they follow those rules 
(at least While we still have 
some control) and that failure 
to do so will result in penalties 
of one kind or another. Not 
always easy, as Cosby pointed 
out in his book. ‘‘Let me 
repeat: NOTHING is harder 
for a parent than getting your 
kid to do the right thing. There 
is such a rich variety of ways 
for you to fail: by using 
threats, by using bribery, by 
using reason, by using 
example, by using blackmail, 
or by pleading for mercy.” 
When all else fails, he says, 
resort to butt-kicking. 

Frankly, I prefer the Cosby 
approach to family far over 
that of the NBC news, and 
even though much of his book 
is light-hearted, his dedication 
to family is dead-serious 
‘“There is no commitment in 
the world like having 
children,”’ he writes in 
conclusion. ‘‘Even though they 
often will drive you to consider 
commitment of another kind, 
the value of a family still 
cannot be measured.”’ And, 
cites Andre Malraux, “without 
a family, man, alone in the 
world, trembles in the cold.”” 

And, if Cosby’s wisdom is 
not sufficient to dispel the 
gloom-and-doom of NBC, I can 
dust off a couple of other old 
favorites, the late Erma 
Bombeck’s “‘Family: The Ties 
That Bind and Gag” or 
“‘Motherhood: The Second 
Oldest Profession."’

Recognizing clinical depression transportation 


Irritability, persistent procrastination, decreased interest in 
sex, inability to concentrate, aches and pains for which no cause 
can be found. 

Are these symptoms of a long stressful day at work? Maybe 

But they could also indicate something more serious. 

These symptoms, among others, when persistent, often 
indicate the serious illness: clinical depression. 

Everyone fas an occasional ‘‘bad day’’ when sadness, 
discouragement or ‘‘depression” are experienced. However, 
when a psychiatrist speaks of depression, he or she is usuaily 
referring to the serious medical condition which affects one in 
six Americans, making it one of the most common (but 
unfortunately unrecognized) conditions in the United States 

As an illness, depression is a significant problem in many 
ways. It puts the sufferer at risk for many other medical 
conditions and frequently worsens existing conditions. This can 
significantly decrease both the quality and length of life. 

Depression also commonly contributes to weight problems. 
The irritability and withdrawal from social situations that are 
common in depression tend to isolate the depressed person. This 
may trigger alcohol or drug abuse and dependence or even 
suicidal thoughts or behaviors. 

Depression also affects the family. Family members wonder 
why the affected relative is not like his or her “old self.”” The 
decreased communication, irritability and isolation caused by 
depression can Promote further conflicts in the home and 
increase the risks of infidelity as well as inappropriate or harsh 
parenting. The next generation can thus be affected. 

Society as a whole is deeply affected by depression. Millions 
of dollars are lost each year from missed work days, long-term 
disability payments and untold amounts for treatment of 
medical complications of untreated depression. Studies have 
strongly suggested that depression worsens the outcome of both

heart disease and cancer. 

Fortunately, the story is not all bad. Excellent treatments are 
available and 80 percent of the time very significant 
improvement can occur. Two out of three times, the first 
antidepressant medication prescribed is effective. 
Psychotherapy, or talk therapy; can be beneficial as well. The 
antidepressant medications themselves are not habit forming 
and there are few serious potential side effects. Nonetheless, 
they should never be used unless a medical professional has 
confirmed the condition. 

If you or a loved one notice persistent low mood, low energy, 
poor motivation or poor interest — especially combined with 
sleep or appetite changes — consider consulting a medical 
doctor or psychiatrist. Clinical depression may be the cause.

Funding question still unanswered 


EAST ALTON — The county’s traveling transportation show 
took in ideas about highways, commuter trains, riverports, 
airports, bus routes and bikes. eee 

Ideas about how to pay for it all were not as forthcoming 

About three dozen people attended a public meeting Thursday 
night at Wood River Township Hall to submit ideas about what 
the county needs to do to move people and products in the 


future. 
The meeting was held by the Alton-Wood River Area Citizens’ 


Advisory Committee and the Madison County Long-Range 
Transportation Plan team, made up of professional consultants. 
Mai n County Set up the committee to come up with a plan 
that will meet the county’s long-term transportation needs. 
Participants said the swift completion of the Alton Bypass, a 
Madison County spur of the MetroLink light rail system, a 
high-speed rail line between Chicago and St. Louis, retaining 
Amtrak service and a new bridge to replace the creaky 
McKinnley Bridge were top priorities, among several others. 
The most popular answer to paying for these improvements 
was a more efficient use of the money available. That answer 


received 21 votes. 

Twenty people voted to use tax revenue anticipated as a result 
of future population growth. 

Enacting tolls on public highways and bridges came up with 
12 votes. 

Raising taxes was not an option most people wanted to deal 
with. Increasing sales taxes received only three votes, while 
increasing motor fuel taxes garnered only two votes. 

The efficient spending answer seemed to perplex the people 
running the meeting. 

“When we get citizens together, they always tell us to make 
more efficient use of funds, but they never tell us how,” said Gil 
Langley of The Langley Group, one of the consulting firms 
working on the project. 

Gary Stahlhut, assistant Madison County highway engineer, 
said he appreciates the ideas of those who appeared Thursday 
night. “‘Needless to say, the big question is how are we going to 
pay, for it,” he said. 

lyde Prem, a consultant with Bucher, Willis & Ratliff of 
Kansas City, Mo., said improved transportation is going to be 
sorely needed because the county’s population and jobs are 
growing by leaps and bounds. 

He said the rate of growth in population doubled between 1990 
and 1997, compared with the favs) rate between 1980 and 1990. 
,_ The county population stands at 255,400, compared with 247,691 
in 1980 and 249,238 in 1990. At that rate, there will be 280,000 
people in the county by 2020. 

“Growth has begun to occur, and now is a good time to start 
planning. Two years ago actually would have been a better 
time,” he said. 


He said job growth is perhaps even more important when 
planning transportation, and jobs seem to be growing 
dramatically. 


There are 109,000 jobs now, compared with 87,026 in 1980 and 
94,400 in 1990, according to Prem, who based his projections on 
data supplied by the East-West Metropolitan Planning 
Commission 

The outlook for 2020 would be 134,400 jobs, Prem said. ‘We 
need a plan to accommodate that growth,” he said.

I hope this 
isn’t too much of a shock...I feel this is a wise decision.”*

“I felt stunned for a couple of hours, read the letter again and 
again, and then called her,” Jessen said. 

During Crystal’s absence, Jessen never received a Father’s 
Day card or a gift from his daughter, his mother said. All the 
gifts he sent to her on special occasions were returned. He had 
no contact with his wife at all, she said. 

Crystal and her mother, Kimberly, lived in San Bernadino, 
Calif., Wyoming and Colorado. 

While in San Bernadino, they lived with Kimberly’s parents, 
Elizabeth said. 

Lack of money to afford an out-of-state attempt to gain custo- 
dy of Crystal prevented Jessen from pursuing his daughter. 
Though he divorced her mother after she left him, he did send 
$80 a month in child support and paid Crystal’s health insur- 
ance, Jessen’s mother, Beth Cooper, said. 

“It’s been nothing but grieving for all of us,”’ she said. ‘It 
almost ruined Gary’s life, trusting a woman again and remarry- 
ing. 

“My son is a good person,’’ Cooper said. ‘‘He did nothing to 
deserve this. ‘There is a victory. Things are looking better.” 

While Crystal stays with her father, she will be attending 
school to earn her General Equivalency Diploma. Though Jessen 
currently lives with his parents, he and Crystal will be finding a 
place of their own.

Eight are first graduates of training program

Parents, friends and East St. Louis officials 
attended the graduation Thursday morning of 
eight students who completed the first 
vocational training program made possible by 
Enterprise Community funds. 

The Enterprise Community is comprised of 
Alorton, Brooklyn, Centreville, East St. Louis 
and Washington Park. For the next 10 years, 
the communities will receive $633,000 from 
the state to assist with economic renewal 
projects, including welfare reform. 

“We have pushed to be one of the first in 
Illinois to do a welfare reform program,’’ 
said EC Coordinator Percy Harris. ‘‘We’re 
way ahead of the game. 

“A lot of the residents in the EC 
community hate welfare,’’ he said. ‘‘They 
want to be productive: individuals.”’ 

The Employment Training Center Services 
has been operating since last year. The eight 
ETCS students — two from Alorton, two from 
Centreville and four from East St. Louis — 
learned word processing, data entry, 
spreadsheets, graphic presentations, computer 
programming and other skills. ETCS is owned 
and operated by East St. Louis resident Pat 
Brock.

All of the graduates have jobs, many at 
Metro-East businesses. 

“We can, with confidence, present our skills 
to the marketplace, knowing that the only 
thing that separates us is time in the field,”

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Crash report no surprise 
to airport area residents 


Revelations that a test 
was flying too low when 
crashed his McDonnell Douglas 
fighter jet last June come as 
no surprise to Bethalto 
residents. 

“It doesn’t surprise me, 
there was not enough altitude. 
We talked about that 
afterward. It’s just a foregone 
conclusion,”’ said Mayor 
William Stephenson of a 
soon-to-be released report by 
the National Transportation 
Safety Board. 

‘The report says Jeffrey 
Crutchfield was flyi too low 
while practicing ae tic 
maneuvers June 19. The jet hit 
power lines, then plunged into 
a garage on Bender Avenue in 
the Wayside Estates 
subdivision off Illinois Route 
111. 

Immediately following the 
fiery crash, residents said the 
F/A-18C Hornet fighter was 
swooping dangerously low 
neath act crashed near the 

. Louis Regional Airport. 

Stephenson said he was 
unable to reach officials from 
the Federal Aviation 
Administration to request the 
agency set higher flight 
ceilings in the area, but he 
said he hopes other pilots will 
take notice of the accident. 

“It was just a mistake. 
Hopefully, it won’t happen 
again around here,” 
Stephenson said. 

ark Pruetzel, of the 800 
block of Oakwood Lane, ran to 
the plane after the crash in an 
unsuccessful attempt to assist 
the pilot. He said he did not 
see Crutchfield’s maneuvers 
but noted there had been other 
low-flying stunts earlier by 
jets 

“They flew pretty low a 
number of times,”’ he said. ‘If 
he hadn’t hit the telephone 
poles, he wouldn’t have hit the 
ground That’s how low he was 

ying. He might have rode it 
out’’ if he hadn’t hit the lines. 

Pruetzel said he has not seen 
any aerobatic stunts over 
Bethalto since the crash. 

Previously, sources close to 
the investigation said 
Crutchfield also may have 
been outside his designated 
area or ‘‘show box’’ at the 
time of the crash. 

Crutchfield, 44, of St. 
Charles, Mo., was an 
experienced McDonnell 
Douglas Corp. test pilot. No 
one on the ground was injured.

Many individuals contemplating bankruptcy 
only consider filing a Chapter 7 bankruptcy, 
which normally discharges most unsecured 
debts in full. They do not realize that a 
Chapter 13 Wage Earner Plan is also an op- 
tion availalbe to them. A Chapter 13 


bankruptcy allows an individual to set up a~ 


plan to pay his creditors over a three-year 
period. 

Some debtors have a sincere desire to 
pay their debts but lack the present ability 
to stop the creditors from harassing them 
about delinquent payments. When a person 
files a Chapter 13 Wage Earner Plan, the 
creditor can no longer contact him or make 
attempts to collect the debt. All lawsuits, 
wage garnishments, mortgage foreclosures 
and attempts to repossess a car are stop- 
ped by the filing of a Chapter 13 Plan. Thus, 
a debtor filing a Wage Earner Plan can ob- 
tain relief from collection efforts and at the 
same time arrange to pay back his creditors 
over a period of years. 

There are other reasons why a debtor may 
want to consider a Chapter 13 Plan rather 
than a straight bankruptcy. Some debts can- 
not be discharged by filing a Chapter 7. For 
instance, some student loans, most back

taxes and all delinquent child support 
payments cannot be discharged by filing a 
Straight bankruptcy. By filing a Chapter 13 
Plan, however, a debtor can force the 
creditor to accept delinquent payments over 
a period of years. Therefore, If the Internal 
Revenue Service is aggressively pursuing 
back taxes, the taxpayer can file a Chapter 
13 bankruptcy and set up a plan to pay the 
back taxes on a monthly basis. 


Another reason for choosing the Wage 
Earner Plan involves the area of secured 
debts. Examples of secured debts would be 
a note secured by a mortgage on real estate 
or a note secured by a lien on an 
automobile. If a debtor falls behind on his 
house payments or car payments, he faces 
the possibility of losing these assets 
through foreclosure or repossession. If he 
files a Chapter 7 bankruptcy in this situa- 
tion, the creditor can insist that all delin- 
quent payments be brought current in order 
to stop foreclosure or repossession. By fil- 
ing a Chapter 13 Plan, however, the debtor 
can stop all attempts to take back the asset 
and at the same time force the creditor to 
accept delinquent payments through the 
Wage Earner Plan over three years.

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‘subUrbia’: Search for reality 
by ‘desolate postadolescents’ 


Abstract dreams of New 
York give Sooze solace 
Pot-smoking, pizza-scarfing 
Buff’s ideal evening is facil 
“smoke, babe, slice, brew.” 
Alcohol helps Tim dull his hate 
and Bee-Bee her anguish 
Even Jeff, who possesses the 
closest thing to motivation, 
craves only ‘something real 
for two or three seconds.’’ 





These are the desolate 
postadolescents who populate 
the overpaved angstscape of 
“‘subUrbia,”’ a bleak film 
about a day in the life of 
mediocre everypeople 

Sometimes taiky, often 
stagy, always relevant, 
“subUrbia’’ — based on Eric 
Bogosian’s play — is a modern 
morality tale about a place all 
too familiar in 1990s America: 
the realm of post-consumer 
hopelessness. The players in 
“subUrbia” grope for 
meaning, but don’t quite 
realize that their lives lack it 
almost entirely 


There is no plot, really, just 
a plethora of overlapping 
backstories that focus on a 
group of five slackers and the 
return of one of their 
high-school acquaintances, 
Pony, who sings in a band 

Jeff (Giovanni Ribisi) lives 
in a pup tent in his parents’ 
garage and is taking a few 
community college courses, 
trying to figure out what he 
wants to do with his life. His 
nights are spent with his 
friends, prowling the retail 
landscape of the every suburb 
of Burnfield. They always 
seem to end up in the parking 
lot of a particular convenience 


store, where they ruminate 
dully and try to figure out 
what’s wrong 

Pony (Jayce Bartok), who 
has left town and found 
success as a pop singer, 
returns in a limo to revisit his 
old haunts. His presence roils 
the unhealthy funk in which 
the friends wallow, and their 
night of interaction is the pin 
on which the movie turns. 


The lack of defined story in 
“‘subUrbia”’ is the point, since 
life itself has no plot. To these 
people, hanging out and 
talking about unattainable 


. goals is the very essence of 


existence. 

“I’m movin’ out to L.A.,” 
Buff (Steve Zahn) brags to the 
Pakistani convenience-store 
operator, Nazeer (Ajay 
Naidu) 


“That's nice,’” Nazeer snaps. 
*“*They have many convenience 
stores there to stand in front 
of.” 

The performances are 
dead-on, especially Parker 
Posey (‘‘Dazed & Confused’’) 
as a record-company publicist 
who accompanies Pony back to 
Burnfield and becomes 
intertwined with the group. 

Zahn is engaging as 
cinema’s latest Spicoli, and 
Amie Carie is irresistible as 
Jeff's angry but good-hearted 
girlfriend, Sooze. Nicky Katt 
plays Tim as a brooding, 
xenophobic young man 
descending into alcoholism 

These young men and 
women have passed the sheen 
of youth and lack a solid 
adulthood to anchor their feet 
upon. ‘They emotionally 


abandon one another simply 
because they can’t figure out 
how else to act in a habitat as 
physically lost as they are 
emotionally 


This is a tale both of 
possibilities lost and 
possibilities never realized, of 
a crew of pure never-will-bes, 
tragic in their utter inability to 
understand how trapped they 
are 

*“You wanna know what your 
problem is, Jeff?’’ Tim says 
scornfully. ‘“You want to 
believe so badly, you’ll buy 
anything.”’ 

Nazeer, the minimart 
operator, functions as the 
conscience — the only one who 
cares. He didn’t grow up 
complacent amid the trappings 
of American suburbia; instead, 
he sought them out to find 
success. 





At the end of the film, after 
a sequence of harrowing 
confrontations, he turns his 
back in disgust on Jeff and 
Tim in the store’s parking lot 
“You people are so stupid,” 
Nazeer says. ‘“You throw it all 
away.” 

And his anger echoes into 
the dawn as the camera pulls 
away, withdrawing once again 
past the Color Tile, the tract 
houses and the cement until 
Burnfield’s barely defined town 
limit is reached once more. 

“subUrbia,’’ a Castle Rock 
film, is directed by Richard 
Linklater from a screenplay by 
Bogosian. It is produced by 
Anne Walker-McBay.

to be miraculously reunited 
with his beloved owners sever- 
al scenes later. 

And then there’s the band of 
serappy geologists who come 
to see the show and save the 
town in the process. One 
geek’s passion for caffeine, 
meant to inject a little comic 
relief, may be the most emo- 
tionally genuine performance 
in the movie. 

There’s also the dorky town 
council, the overacting extras 
and the backpacking couple 
that gets boiled alive while 
swimming naked in a hot 
spring. 

They don’t call it a disaster 
movie for nothing. 

Brosnan, in his James Bond 
mode, tries to be rough and 
tough as the dashing volcanolo- 
gist sent to rescue the tiny 
hamlet. But when he sits in the 
local bar completely peeved 
that neither he nor his volcano 
are being taken seriously, toss- 
ing nuts into his mouth with 
such force you fear he’ll hurt 
himself, you can only feel sor- 
ry for the guy. 

He’s trying, really he is. But 
it’s a lost cause. All Brosnan 
can say when the first giant 
plume of smoke erupts is an 
anti-climatic ‘‘Oh, no.” 

So much of the movie’s 
action takes place in and 
around sport-utility vehicles 
that it comes off like a 90-min- 
ute car commercial. Land 
Cruisers may have been 
macho 10 years ago, but today 
they say one thing: wealthy 
suburban moms. 

Movies of this ilk require 
that the characters find them- 
selves in preposterously pre- 
carious redicaments, and 
“Dante’s Peak’’ does not dis- 
appoint in that regard.
